The crown prosecutor had 
asked for a sentence in excess of 
eight years for the assaults, but 
Judge John James, the same pro¬ 
vincial court judge who sen¬ 
tenced a Calgary man to 17 years 
in jail for the abduction and 
sexual assault of a young girl in 
Calgary earlier this month, said 
mitigating circumstances per¬ 
suaded him to levy a lesser sen¬ 
tence 

Judge James said the early 
guilty plea, Fntzler’s sincere 
show of remorse, his attempts to 
get treatment for his actions and 
the fact that he had no prior 


length of a six year sentence 
worked to show' others that such 
crimes, especially those which

home, would not be tolerated

Permission was given 
at the school board meet¬ 
ing held last week in 
Inmsfail after Didsbury 
principals and parents ap¬ 
plied to have the program 
continued 

Didsbury began the 9 
for 10 program last Sep¬ 
tember on a pilot project 
through the former County 
of Mountain View School 
Board Under the program, 
students attended classes 
a few minutes longer in 
nine of 10 days, taking 
every second Friday off 
The pilot was initiated to 
see if savings could be re¬ 
alized in busing, janitorial 
and utility services. 

But after a year, savings 
were not the reason par¬ 
ents, teachers and students 
pushed to have the pro¬ 
gram renewed 

“What began as a push 
for economy, for parents 
became generally (some¬

Development strategy concerns continue

Concerns over the Town of Dids- 
bury's economic development strat¬ 
egy, which targets an annual seven 
percent population growth continue 
to roll into town councillors 

At the last town council meet¬ 
ing, former Didsbury CAO Mike 
Storey outlined some problems he 
saw in the proposed strategy. 

“1 think town council needs to 


step back and do a reality check,” 
he said ‘‘My concern is over why 
private business profits should be 
subsidized by the ratepayers ” 
Storey said Alberta Municipal 
Affairs calls a 3/4 to 1.5 percent 
annual growth rate stable. He felt 
Didsbury ’ s 2.29 percent growth was 
adequate. I le also said he felt good 
price and location were better in¬ 
centives to attracting growth 
Storey also said he felt that at¬ 
tracting industry to Didsbury was a 


better method to increase the popu¬ 
lation rate in town. 

‘‘1 also find it strange that town 
council says the tax base is insuffi¬ 
cient (to handle the cost of recrea¬ 
tion facilities in town). It is strange 
because last year our mill rate was 
three mills less than Carstairs and 
only four mills more than Olds 
That four mills equals almost ex¬ 
actly the mill rate levied for the 
pool debenture, a debenture that 
was voted on by a majority of tax 
payers.” 


Storey also felt council could 
help recover some of the cost for 
recreation in town if they took a 
harsher stand with the county. 

“If we get more equitable fund¬ 
ing from the county then town taxes 
will decrease automatically.” 

The town has spent the past year 
negotiatiang with the county for a 
new recreation agreement with 
higher funding. 

Council accepted Storey’s con¬ 
cerns for information.

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School board notes

Chinook’s Edge school board has voted to join the Bow Valley School Authorities Association, 
but did not announce whether the association w ill be allowed to bargain collectively on behalf of 
the board 

The BVSAA is a collective body of school boards which handles contract negotiations with the 
local Alberta Teachers Association chapters for teaching contracts Last year, the County of 
Mountain View was a member along with 10 other jurisdictions including Drumheller, the County 
of Wheatland, Canmorc, Exshaw, Banff and Acadia 

Chinook's Edge has been given notice by the ATA chapter, which represents teachers under their 
employment, that they want to start negotiations for next year’s contract 

Ieachers who begin their teaching careers with Chinook's Edge school division next year will 
get a lot of support through a program approved for use by the school board 

Quantum Leadership is a new teacher support program, run in the County of Red Deer schools 
last year, which helps teachers get established during their first year The program, run by teacher 
Pat Layden of Inmsfail's John Wilson School, networks teachers, puts them in contact with other 
teachers and offers support for the stresses and challenges which teachers face in their first year or 
after returning from an extended absence 

The new teacher's orientation day, which has been run in the County of Mountain View for the 
past several years, will also be continued This year, new teachers will gather to be orientated on 
August 23 


Increase translates to little for 
school board

While the provincial government 
had announced Chinook’s Edge 
school divisions funding would in¬ 
crease by more than six percent this 
year, in reality, that increase will 
only result in less than one percent 
more for instruction 

Chinook’s Edge treasurer Susan 
Roy told the school board last week 
that the announced increase from 
the province is not as good as it 
sounds once the variables have been 
factored in. 


Roy said the funding profile for 
the newly amalgamated school ju¬ 
risdiction had shown a 6.2 percent 
increase in funding, but that figure 
was based on students completing 
35 credits out of 35. Roy said reality 
was students would only complete 
33 of those 35 credits. As a result, 
the funding increase would be de¬ 
creased to 5.25 percent 

Roy also added that the province 
is not covering costs of 
regionalization between the County 
of Mountain View and the County 
of Red Deer That cost is estimated 
at $980,000. Costs to equalize sala¬ 


ries for teachers between the two 
jurisdictions is estimated at an ad¬ 
ditional $337,000. Along with 
those one time costs, added costs to 
decrease student/teacher ratios from

I find it ironic that a Christian heterosexual man, a member of an 
albeit dominant group in our society, but still identifiable group, is 
demanding that the Canadian justice system limit the rights available 
to other identifiable groups under the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms 

In a press release last week. Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson 
criticized the Ontario Court of Appeal for allowing four females to 
adopt the children of their female partners 

It seems odd that an MP docs not want anyone who docs not fit into 
his group to be allowed the same freedom from discrimination or to be 
allowed to live their lives the way they see fit 

In the same release, Mr Thompson calls the ruling undemocratic 
because he believes a majority of Canadians do not w ant homosexual 
couples to adopt Just a reminder in the Houghton Mifflin Canadian 
Dictionary of the English Language, democracy is defined as a social 
condition of equality and respect for the individual within the commu¬ 
nity 

If we leave aside for the moment the issue of the emotional impact 
on the child who is raised in a homosexual relationship, a condition 
which studies have not been able to determine, we arc left with the issue 
of Canadian democracy and the rights of individuals in our society to 
practise what they feel is right for them, as long as it does not infringe 
on the rights of others We must remember that we arc no longer a 
WASP dominated society All sorts of moralities apply Most Canadi¬ 
ans would be decidedly uncomfortable with following a Muslim 
county ’s example whereby religious mores arc law Yet our duly and 
democratically elected representative is demanding that others follow 
his own brand of morality Where's the difference 

His argument thatjudges should follow the will of the people appears 
also contrary to his belief in democracy Firstly, judge arc bound to 
follow law as created by the democratically elected Parliament Our 
Canadian Charter allows for individual differences and that is from 
where the Ontario judge’s ruling stemmed He ruled that not allow ing 
the adoptions was against the Charter Ifour MP w antsjudges to follow 
a different set of rules, then the federal government, of which he is a

The tee-off times had been set 
all around the province and back at 
the Legislature the golf shirts were 
starting to appear in anticipation of 
the end of the Spring Session The 
whole week was hot and sunny in 
Edmonton and our law makers were 
desperate to mop up the last few 
items and get out of town as sched¬ 
uled I watched one lining up an 
imaginary putt in the member's 
lounge just outside the Chamber 


The session w as supposed to end 
last Thursday It didn't 

The reason it didn't is that those 
MLAs would rather miss those long- 
awaited tee-times than proclaim the 
Freedom of Information Act into 
law as is 

It's been more than two years 
since Premier Ralph Klein vowed 
to make it a priority, but Alberta is 
still one of two jurisdictions in all of 
North America w here people have 
no right to see information pre¬ 
pared on their behalf by the govern¬ 
ment they paid to run the place 
Imagine that you hired a con¬ 
tractor to manage your affairs and 
your money for a four year term 
Wanttocheck his expense account? 
Can't do it, boss, but here, have a 
news release And don't worry about 
that line about loan guarantees 
None of vour business, really 
As it happens, Alberta's Free¬ 
dom of Information law has been 
passed, but it won't be proclaimed 
into law until October, except that 
the Minister responsible. Butch 
Fischer, now says he'll have to post¬ 
pone it 

Back in December, someone in 


the Klein government started get¬ 
ting cold feet about what people 
could find out under the Act, so they 
introduced the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Amendment Act It would 
make it almost impossible to check 
on most MLA expenses, more dif¬ 
ficult than it is right now, in fact 
For example, you wouldn't be al¬ 
lowed to learn that Dianne Mirosh 
racked up the highest bills for hous¬ 
ing in Edmonton in 1993-94, at 
almost $2,000 a month Food'’ No 
Entertainment? No Travel? No 
The bill would also give the 
Information Commissioner's job to 
a part-timer, who, as it happens, 
has no training for the huge job of 
preparing an inv entory of gov ern¬ 
ment information, which would, 
the government tells us, annually 
cover a football field to a depth of 
six feet The bill would award him 
the job without an open competi¬ 
tion, faster than you can say "I 
promise to always hold open com¬ 
petitions for jobs." as Ralph Klein 
said in the last election 

But the bill hasn't passed and the 
session hasn't ended because Cal-

The Alberta disadvantage 


Dear Editor: 

Up until recently, the provincial 
government would have had us be¬ 
lieve that a 200 hour Kindergarten 
program (roughly two half days per 
week) was adequate. Recently, they 
conceded that 200 hours was inad¬ 
equate and have now decided that a 
240 hour program is appropnate. If 
240 hours is truly adequate, isn't it 
strange that in this time of fiscal 
restraint, every other province in 
Canada provides a 400 hour (or 
longer) program? Isn't it also strange 
that while Alberta is cutting Kin¬ 
dergarten funding by 40 percent, a 
lot of other jurisdictions are trying 
to find ways to expand their pro¬ 
grams? 

Why does the government be¬ 
lieve that a 240 hour program is 
adequate? Frankly, we don't know 
because they either can't or won't 
tell us When they first announced 
that the Alberta Kindergarten pro¬ 
gram would be 200 hours, they 
claimed to have numerous studies 
that supported their claim that a 200 
hour program was adequate. When 
pressed, they were unable to pro¬ 
duce the studies for the simple rea¬ 
son that the studies don't exist The 
reason that no studies exist is that a 
200 hour (or a 240 hour) program 
has never been tried before in 
Canada (or in the United States, as 
far as we know) On the other hand, 
published studies do indicate that a 
failure to provide adequate prepa¬ 
ration during early childhood years 
frequently results in long term so¬ 
cial and academic difficulties 

Do we want our children to be 
the guinea pigs in this grand social 


experiment? Is this the kind of com¬ 
petitive position that we want our 
Alberta children to be in? 

If this concerns you, then now is 
the time to let your provincial gov¬ 
ernment know where you stand 
Contact your MLA, the Premier and 
the Minister of Education The re-

Taylor. “One of the main rea¬ 
sons parents were so in favor of 
the program was because it meant 
their children missed school less 
often and it was easier to sched¬ 
ule appointments and because 
they had more family time to¬ 
gether ” 

Taylor said a survey of par¬ 
ents, teachers and students in all 
three schools in Didsbury 
showed overwhelming support 
for the program He said allow¬ 
ing every second Friday off gave 
students an opportunity to com¬ 


pete in sports tournaments while 
missing fewer hours of instruc¬ 
tion and an opportunity to apply 
a greater amount of time to pro¬ 
grams like work experience 

While the savings in busing, 
janitorial and utilities costs have 
yet to be calculated, Taylor said 
schools did realize a savings in 
their budget for substitute teach¬ 
ers Up to the end of February , 
the three schools had saved more 
than $20,000 in their substitute 
teaching costs 

School board trustees said 


they were in favor of the rewards 
of the 9 for 10 program Besides 
the costs savings, trustees were 
impressed by the unexpected side 
effects of the program 

“I think the savings arc sec¬ 
ondary,’ ' said Sundrc trustee John 
Grimstcad “If we remove some 
stress and make more time for 
the family, then I think it is really 
valid ” 

One of the concerns of the 
trustees was the impact on stu¬ 
dent achievements, but Taylor 
said teachers did not share that 


concern 

“I can only get a subjective 
answer to (that concern) from 
the teachers, but so far they have 
felt the students are accomplish¬ 
ing everything they need too,” 
he said “But we can really only 
tell in time when we compare 
achievement tests over several 
years ” 

Taylor also reminded the 
board that the amount of time 
students put in for classroom 
learning is still the same as in 
previous years despite the extra 


two days off per month 

Other schools have also ap¬ 
plied to institute the 9 for 10 
program Hugh Sutherland 
School in C’arstairs and Midway

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Town council notes

Town council will be sending out a call for tender for specific areas 
of town lawn they want cut this summer 

After receiving a request from a private company to handle lawn 
maintenance in some areas of the town, town council has decided to select 
various areas as test ground for private lawn cutting and let various 
companies bid on the job 

The job the winning company does over the summer will determine 
if council will choose to tender out the town’s entire 80 acres of law'n to 
a private contract Currently lawn maintenance is handled by public 
works employees. 

But the time it takes to handle the lawn maintenance and the number 
of interruptions public works employees face from other town jobs has 
led town council to consider using a private service. 

Town council has accepted a proposal from a local resident to create 
a handicap parking stall near Mayfair Foods 

In a letter to council, Joyce Mullen requested that council designate 
the first stall on the west side of Mayfair Foods for handicap drivers She 
said the space allows better access in and out of vehicles for those using 
wheelchairs 

Council agreed to the request and will install the signs shortly. 

Didsbury tax payers will be getting a new form in the mail next year 
which includes both their assessment notice and their tax notice 

Council voted to incorporate both forms to cut down on administrative 
costs and to help rate payers gain a better understanding of how the tax 
system works 

Council also agreed to change the current system of late tax penalties 
to encourage quicker payment of overdue taxes, Currently, rate payers 
are charged 18 percent late payment fines if they fail to pay their taxes 
by the end of June Another 18 percent fine is levied if the payment is not 
made by December. 

But council felt that residents had no encouragement to pay their taxes 
for several months if they had missed the June 30 deadlme. They voted 
to change the fine system to a four percent charge for every month after 
the deadline. 

Town council has agreed to strike a citizen’s committee to review how 
town councillors are paid 

The recommendation to review the process came from the corporate 
services committee who said the present system may be unfair 

Specifically, the committee said the present system, which pays 
councillors by the hour or by the meeting, takes up too much time. 

The committee recommended council review remuneration practices 
of other communities and that a committee made up of Didsbury 
residents be struck to investigate the present system and recommend any 
changes. 

Council agreed that the changes, if any, would not take effect until 
after the next election

Town satisfied with present 
licensing system

Town council will not be chang¬ 
ing their business licensing fee 
schedule after reviewing the sched¬ 
ules of other communities. 

Council decided to review their 
system after receiving a complaint 
from a local business owner who 
felt the town’s business licence and 


application fees were too high 
Tracey Brosh, who operates a pho¬ 
tography business out of her home, 
compared Didsbury’s fees to Olds, 
Carstairs, Bowden, Innisfail, Sun- 
dre and Crossfield By her calcula¬ 
tions, Didsbury had the highest com¬ 
bined figure for fees 

But after reviewing other towns 
similar to Didsbury, acting CAO 
Doug Plamping found the town’s 


fees were not out of line 

His calculations showed Olds 
charges $160 for start up costs and 
$ 150 annually and Innisfail charges 
$225 for start up and $195 annu¬ 
ally Didsbury’s start up cost is$140 
to $ 185 and $ 100 annually It pres¬ 
ently costs the town $55 for admin¬ 
istration to handle a development 
application

Why change your address when 
you can change your house? The 
house you've always dreamed of 
could be the one you're living in If 
you like where you live and want to 
stay there, turning your dream into 
a reality may simply be a matter of 
renovating your present home 

Canada Mortgage & Housing 
Corporation is forecasting that reno¬ 
vations will outnumber new con¬ 
struction in 1995 If you're one of 
those thinking about renovating, 
here are some tips: 

Not all renovations translate into 
higher home values, so it's impor¬ 
tant to get advice on resale values in 
your area before you make a major 
renovation investment that you may 
not get back when you sell. 

Even small repair jobs take time, 
are messy and can shorten tempers 
So discuss the physical inconven¬ 
ience with other household mem¬ 
bers. 

Once you've settled on your plan, 
you'll need to get estimates, choose 
a contractor and decide how you're 
going to pay for it all There are 
several ways to finance any home 
renovation: cash, credit card, line of 
credit, a home improvement or per¬ 
sonal loan or, if you have a reason¬ 
able amount of equity in your home, 
you may add on to your mortgage 
You may want to use one or all of 
them. Take the time to examine 
your total financial picture before 
you make any decisions. 

While cash is generally seen as 
the cheapest way to pay for most 
purchases, it isn't always possible 
or even advisable when you con¬ 
sider the revenue lost by selling 


assets to finance a renovation 

Using your credit card is a con¬ 
venient way to pay for do-it-your¬ 
self jobs. If you clear your account 
in full by the due date, you have the 
benefit of a short, interest-free loan 
If you prolong payment, however, 
this type of credit is more expensive 
than taking out a loan 

A line of credit is a loan secured 
by the equity in your house, stocks, 
bonds or other securities. If your 
project takes several months, you 
only pay interes* on the portion you 
use If you use equity in your home 
to secure your line of credit, there 
are likely to be upfront appraisal 
and legal fees, but interest rates may 
be lower than other types of lines of 
credit Repayment can be flexible, 
with lump sum payments made at 
any time 

A home improvement loan is 
amortized over a specified time 
period Check with your municipal 
building department to see if there 
are any government improvement 
loans or grants available. 

You could also use the equity in 
your house to add on to your mort¬ 
gage With a fixed-rate mortgage 
you can borrow up to 75 percent of 
the appraised value of your home, 
minus the amount of your outstand¬ 
ing mortgage. You can take advan¬ 
tage of this option when you renew 
your mortgage or any time during 
your term. There may be appraisal 
and registration fees to pay 

Here's an example: the current 
value of your property is $ 130,000 
and the present amount of your 
mortgage is $40,000 With Add-On 
you can borrow as much as an addi¬ 
tional $57,500 — 75 percent of 
$ 130,000 = $97,500 minus $40,000 
= $57,500. 

Once you've worked out your 


financial situation, take your infor¬ 
mation with you when you go for 
your loan or add-on Being organ¬ 
ized will help you and the lender 
negotiate more efficiently It's a good 
idea to allow for a cushion of 20 to 
25 percent for unexpected expenses 
Unless you and other household 
members can tolerate unfinished 
work, it can be frustrating to have to 
wait until more money becomes 
available to complete the job

As soon as 
coconut milk is mixed in w ith the sauce, add tortellim. and stir gently to 
coat with the sauce Garnish with cilantro Best served immediately If 
allowed to stand, tortellim w ill drink up some of the sauce, reducing its 
volume, although the dish will still taste good

Is your car ready for this trip? 

Cars are a lot like people; when they're in good health they're ready to take on the world. 
But when they're sick they can ruin your whole vacation. And thousands of vacationing 
motorists this summer will experience some kind of disabling car trouble. 

Some mechanical difficulties cannot be anticipated. When a part such as an alternator fails, 
for example, it's usually without warning, so preventative measures don't apply. 

But when the alternator light comes on because a worn drive belt has been overlooked, that 
situation need not have happened. Most highway breakdowns can be avoided through 
preventative measures done on one's "home turf". So before you leave on your summer trip, 
find out whether your vehicle is up to the task.

* Cooling System 

Coolant at proper level and clean; pressure cap, thermostat and hoses in good condition. 
Connections tight. 

*Drive Belts 

Check condition and adjustments. 

* Battery 

Check fluid, where applicable. Inspect terminals. 

* Engine 

As a preventative measure, invest in a diagnostic check of electrical, ignition, fuel and 
emission control systems. Have needed services, including tune-up, performed. 

* Lubricants 

Check all fluids. Change engine oil and filter, transmission fluid and filter, as needed. 
Lubricate chassis where applicable. 

* Suspension, Steering and Tires 

Check steering linkage, shock absorbers and/or struts. Inspect tires, rotate and balance as 
required. Check wheel alignments if tire wear so indicates. 

* Brakes 

Inspect brake lining and pads, hydraulic system. Replace worn pads. 

* Exhaust System 

Check for holes in muffler and pipes, loose support hangers.

Expanding Canada’s 
agri-food trade

Over the past 18 months in the 
agnculture and agri-food portfolio, 
I have devoted considerable time 
and energy to leading trade mis¬ 
sions to Japan, Korea, China, Hong 
Kong, Europe, the United States, 
Northern Africa, Mexico, Chile, 
Argentina and Brazil. 

I will continue to do so because, 
simply put. these missions pay off 
Since my visit to the Asia-Pacific 
region a year ago, our agri-food 
trade in that region has increased by 
more than $400 million A year 
from now, I hope to see similar 
increases in sales to Latin America 
- the other booming economic zone 
of the world 

I know from these missions that 
Canada is highly respected. Our 
customers appreciate our full-serv¬ 
ice approach to trade and market¬ 
ing. We recognize that trade is a 
two-way street It must be mutually 
beneficial and respectful and it must 
be founded upon long-term rela¬ 
tionships Our customers also know 
that Canadian quality is second to 
none in the world. 

On the critical side, our custom¬ 
ers tell me that we must be more 
competitive in our pricing, we must 
do better in delivering precisely on 
time, we must diminish sub¬ 
sidization and we must exapand 


beyond bulk exports of raw com¬ 
modities into more value-added fin¬ 
ished consumer products. These are 
among the very challenges which 
we started to address in the Febru¬ 
ary budget 

Where do we want to get to in 
world trade 0 By the year 2000, we 
have set a minimum target of $20 
billion worth of Canadian agri-food 
exports That's a 33 percent increase 
over our 1994 performance of $15 
billion In fact, we'd like to do bet¬ 
ter We'd like to recapture Canada's 
traditional 3.5 percent share of world 
agri-food trade. In recent years, 
we've slipped below the 3 percent 
level. If we can get back to 3.5 
percent, we would increase our agri- 
food exports to $23 billion worth 
That's what we're shooting for by 
the turn of the century. 

The private sector has to lead the 
way. That's why they are included 
in very strong numbers in each and 
every trade mission we take abroad 
And beyond that: 

- We will establish a Canadian 
Agri-Food Marketing Council to 
ensure effective private sector ad¬ 
vice on all our marketing initiatives. 

- We will create an Agri-Food 
Trade Service to coordinate all fed¬ 
eral trade programs through a single 
window of access for exporters. 


- We will consolidate and sim¬ 
plify all of our market development 
programs into a streamlined Agri- 
Food 2000 initiative. 

- We will establish a new elec¬ 
tronic Agri-Food Trade Network to 
provide timely market intelligence 


to our producers and processors. 

- We will create a new Agri- 
Food Credit Facility to support up 
to $1 billion worth of new sales to 
commercial buyers around the 
world 

- And we will continue to vigor¬ 


ously defend the Canadian national 
interest while we seek to remove 
trade irritants and settle old dis¬ 
putes, especially with the United 
States

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ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT

In southern Alberta forage crops 
are used as a means to control and 
correct specific soil problems that 
are often encountered in cultivated 
soils The two most common situa¬ 
tions found in southern Alberta are 
salinity and alkalinity. Both of these 
soil conditions interfere with crop 
production but they should not be 
confused as being the same condi¬ 
tion in the field 

Saline soils are the most com¬ 
mon problem soil in southern Al¬ 
berta and refer to those soils that 
contain sufficient salts to restrict 
the growth of most crops. The loss 


of productive soils to salinization is 
normally associated with saline 
seeps which carry soluble salts to 
the soil surface It is as a result of 
these saline seeps that we begin to 
see the accumulation of salts near 
the soil surface which result in poor 
crop growth. The areas of poor crop 
growth are often referred to as dis¬ 
charge areas which relates to the 
accumulation of both moisture and 
salt at the soil surface. Early detec¬ 
tion of these sites is very important 
in developing a control program to 
prevent further soil losses 

Alkaline soils are not common in 
Alberta but they are often confused 
with saline soils in identifying prob¬ 
lem soil sites True alkaline soils are 


identified by having high ph levels 
in comparison to surrounding 
cropland Soils with a ph of 8 5 or 
greater would be considered to have 
a high degree of alkalinity At this 
ph level crop production is often 
restricted due to poor soil nutrient 
availability and poor soil structure 

Alkaline-saline combinations 
can also occur as problem soils. 
Under these conditions, soils will 
have both a high ph reading and a 
high salinity rating. As with true 
alkaline conditions these soils are 
not commonly found in southern 
Alberta. 

Perennial forage crops can be 
used in working with either of these 
soil types but it is important to iden¬ 


tify which soil condition you are 
dealing with prior to any seeding 
activities. The following factors 
should be assessed to determine 
problem soil conditions: 

* Soil Salinity Level 

* Soil PH 

* Prevalent soil moisture condi¬ 
tions ie (High water table) 

All these factors can influence 
which forage species or combina¬ 
tion of species will be best suited to 
specific soil sites. Knowledge of the 
existing soil conditions will also aid 
in determining whether specific 
problem soils can be corrected or 
whether they require permanent re¬ 
moval from annual crop produc¬ 
tion 


Further information on selecting 
forage species for problem soil sites 
can be obtained through Alberta 
Agriculture's agri-fax "Establishing 
Perennial Hay and Pasture Crops" 
or through contacting your district 
forage or range management spe¬ 
cialist.
